The conference of city officials took 
thig action in response to the letter sent 
by President James M. Barrett, of the 
traction company, 
to 
Mayor 
Hoscy. 
Thursday morning, asking for an aiifi* 
mented police force and for officers to 
ride the cars at the hours of noon and 
in the evening and repeating his rojec- 
tion of the mayor's proposals for steps 
looking to arbitration. 


There Is No Necessity. 


The mayor aiul his board and other 
Rdvisors take the position that there 
ie nothing in the present situation to 
•warrant extra police or men on tho cars. 


The decision of the board of safetv 
•will go to President Ban-ett in a letter 
that will be dispatched late Thursday 
afternoon. 


This letter will say that the city gov- 
ernment through the police de])artment 
and its chief has handled the strike sit- 
uation in an excellent mamier and that 
on Thursday there had been received 
at the police department no reports of 
disorder nor any trouble relating to 
the strike save those referring to th«r 
conduct of three strikebreakers on car 
Ko. 122 uf the East Main street line. 


President Barrett's Latest Letter.

Washington, Sept. 30.—The West In- 
dian hiu'ricane was centered over the 
interior of Mississippi this morning, but 
it had greatly diminished in force. Tli^i 
Etom, however, is not over, as it main- 
tains considerable intensity and is caus- 
ing general rains througliout the Soutli 
Atlantic and east gulf states and Ten- 
nessee. 


During the night it caused winds of 
hurricane force on the middle gulf coast 
and the weather bureau ordered a con- 
tinuance of storm warnings along the 
gulf coast from Mobile to Cedar Keys, 
Fla., and on the Atlantic coast from 
Jacksonville to Wilmington, N. C.

lington, Va., across the continent to the 
station at Mare Island, Gal., 2,500 miles 
away. 


The experiments were conducted under 
direction of Capt. Bullard, chief of the 
navy's radio service, in co-operation with 
the American Telephone and Telegraph 
company and the Western Electric com- 
pany.

London, Sept. 10.—(Corrcspoiulence of 
'J'he Associated Press).—The oldest reg- 
iment in the British army is not a part 
iM the 
regular establishment, but 
a 
h.iiitia regiment, the Honourable Artil- 
ivry company, which is allied to the 
Honourable Artillery company of Bos- 
ton. 


Both the English and American hon- 
02-able artillery companies trace 
their 
documentary 
history back to llenry 
VJll and their legendary- origin to 
liam the Red, son of the comiueror. The 
London company has just celebrated its 
378tli anniversary, for It was on August 
25, 1537, that the king's charter granted 
to "certeyne welbiloved s'rvants & sub- 
giettcs," 
the 
right 
to 
establish 
the 
••(.iiyide or frateiiuties of >aint t.(•orgi>."' 
This guild established an "Artillery of 
Longbowes, 
'Crossbowes 
and 
lland- 
gonnes" which had as its object.s "the 
better encrease of this o'r realme & 
maynetenance of the science & ieate of 
shooting.'' 
In return for their patriot- 
ism the members were granted the priv- 
ilege 
of 
wearing "any 
man'r 
of 
im- 
browdery or any cognisaunce of sylv'r, 
or any man'r of sylks and velvet satten 
or daniaske," and also were freed from 
serving on juries. 
Moreover, they could 
not be charged with murder if they hap- 
pened 
to kill accidentally 
any 
trass- 
passer during 
target 
practice in the 
"Fynnysbury 
felds/' 
provided 
they 
shouted a 
warning. 


The company leased a piece of ground 
which became known as the artillery 
garden. 
Other towns 
became envious 
and began to Oipply for cliarters, Col- 
chester. Bristol and Yarmouth 
among 
them, but the parent company had but 
one genuine ofl'spring, and that is the 
Honorable Artillery company, of Massa- 
chusetts, which was founded by some 
members of the London company who 
emigrate^d to Boston. 


In 
1G41 the IT. A. C. obtained the 
land they now occupy in Bunhill fields. 
In a dispute as to the choosing of offi- 
cers that arose, a compromise was ef- 
fected by ""he privy council. 
Since then, 
their cap'^din general has been either the 
Prince or Wales or the king himself.. 


Duri'jg the civil war in the middle 
of thr- seveiiteenth century, the H. A. C. 
took no 
part, although 
its 
members 
sidtd individually with King 
Charles. 
Yec they attended Cromwell's funeral as 
a body. 
At the restoration they threw 
off their republicanism 
and 
accepted 
J5ames, Duke of Y'ork, a« their captain 
general. 
The H. A. C., on James' de- 
])arture to France, welcomed with equal 
enthusiasm its succeeding commanders, 
who were William, George of Denmark 
and George of Hanover. 
Their hearty 
reception so pleased King George that 
he sent them a donation of 500 pounds 
with which a new armory house was 
built. 


Zn their Bunhill quarters there are 
kept as relics the royal warrant book, 
the drum major's staff of 1679 and some 
of the magnificent uniforms worn during 
the reigns of Queene Anne and Geoi^e I. 
The great vellum book, containing the 
nainVs of members from IfilO to 1682. 
stands unparalleled as a muster roll, aa 
John Milton, 
Christopher 
Wren 
and 
Samuel Peppys as well as thq leading 
names among the royalty and nobility 
appear on it. 


The IT. A. C;. is not a parade organiza- 
tion. 
Not only have its present mem- 
bers gone to the front, but also great 
numbers of recruits. 
A large number 
have been commissioned in other com- 
mands.

United States. 


This accurate knowledge of the places 
from which lumber may be obtained is 
one result 
of the closer 
government 
supervision of forests, as the same ser- 
vice that protects the trees gathers the 
facts 
that 
will 
aid 
factories 
and 
dealers. 


The history of this branch of Ameri- 
can industry is a record of shifting pro- 
duction from extreme northeast, to the 
i:orthern part of the central section of 
the country, to the south and west, and 
the directory of sawmills shows tlie pro- 
portions of the total output now derived 
from each of these «ctiona.

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Violence Must Cease. 


Regardless of the issues involved in the dis,agreement between 
the traction compaany and its city car men in Fort Wayne, there can 
be absolutely no justification for the violence which began manifest- 
ing itself Wednesday in attacks upon street cars, the smashing of 
glass and assaults upon operatives. There must be a speedy end to 
violence of any character in the unfortunate controversy. It cannot 
^e tolerated. The good name of Fort Wayne as an industrial city 
tod as a peaceful, law-abiding people is at stake. 


It should be noted that the men most vitally interested—the car 
luen who left their runs—are shown to have been in no Avise involved 
in the outbreaks. They are setting an example of orderliness. They 
Ere counselling peaceful tactics and admonishing their friends to re- 
frain from violence and disorder, proclaiming that there will be no 
iieed of additional police on duty so far as they are concerned. The 
violence appears to have been clearly the work of misguided friends 
of the caí men's cause Avho have nothing at stake save their casual 
interest in seeing the employes triumph over the traction company. 
J^nd instead o:^ aiding that cause they are injuring it. Violence is 
not argument, and it will not appeal to sober, thoughtful, fair- 
minded people. 


There are two sides to the local traction tangle, and each fac- 
tion is upholding what ft considers its rights. Neither is as yet able 
to see Justice in the other's contentions. Some sort of adjustment 
which each will accept is certain to be brought about in the course of 
time, but violence and disorder are adding to the difficulties instead 
of assisting to compose them. It is clearly the duty of every person 
to refrain from disorder and from every unlawful act. It is clearly 
the duty of the authorities to put an end to violence and to maintain 
i)rder. It is imper.ative that this be done. 


Just as the incorporated towns in Indiana are beginning to 
place in nomination tickets for the town election somebody bas 
raised the very pertinent rjuestion of Avhether or no there is any war- 
rant for holding the proposed elections. Investigation has uncovered 
an apparent error in an amendracnt to an act of 1909, made by the. 
legislature in 1911 that fails to specify any time for holding elec- 
tions for to-\vn officials. It is probable, therefore, that those noAv 
holding the places may be forced to retain the laurels and the 
emoluments of town office until the law is further amended in a cor- 
rective way, or until courts or more definite legislative action fully 
interprets the intent of the act. It wiU mean distress to fully as 
many civic patriots who are anxious to unload the burdens of small- 
town office as to those others who are aspiring to succeed them. Al- 
together, there seems to be a chance for nobody to be entirely happy 
jBave those who decline to care a hang about it, anyway. 


We have in past years been so often regaled with woeful stories 
regarding the distressing financial situation in which thé state of 
Indiana found itself at regular intervals that it is a rather pleasant 
surprise to be informed that as the fiscal year closes the state doesn't 
owe a dollar of indebtedness that is due or overdue. The showing is 
one in which the people will take considerable pride. Incidentally, 
it is going to rob the next state campaign of one of the stock argu- 
ments that has scarcely if ever heretofore failed^ towit: That we 
should throw the other fellows out because of shockingly bàd finan- 
cial management of state affairs. 


Rev. Dr. John Wesley Hill, widely known New Yoi^k lecturer on 
peace and politics, who has been heard from Fort Wayne platforms, 
has been made defendant in a suit of $100.000, brought by a New 
York woman, who alleges breach of promise to lead her to the 
hymeneal altar.

An advertising club in Indianapolis 
advances the proposition that advertis- 
ing does not increase the-price of ad- 
vertised goods. 
This is correct, when 
all the factors of distribution are taken 
into consideration. As in manufactures, 
a fixed magnitude of plant is essential 
lor a certein expected output. " Wise 
management, efficient Aelp, careful sup- 
ervision, watchful economy, sometimes 
doubles prodiiction from the same re- 
sources. Under such administration, en- 
largement of operations , means cheapen- 
ing in the cost of product. 
This is 
"business" in its ¡best sense. 
A share 
of the profit goes naturally to the con-' 
sumer. 
^ 


Much the same thing is true as to the 
factors that govern advertising, consid- 
ering it even from the standpoint only 
of the man who pays the advertising 
bills. 
But the buyer positively gains 
also, through opportunities, to gSt what 
are 
called 
"bargains," 
and 
through 
chances to procure also other kinds and 
qualities of desired goods of which noth- 
ing would otherwise have been known. 
Moreover, there are numerous 
special 
counter 
advantages 
available 
only 
tbrouh advertising 
publicity. 
Indeed, 
the fact is that the customei' profits 
more from store news than the store- 
keeper himself. 


The other 
aspect of the matter is, 
from the standpoint of the merchant, as 
determining the factor of cost, that ad- 
vertising does not on the whole increase 
the price of goods because of the big 
sales which it effects—sales not only of 
particular lines which may' be specific- 
aily named, but of all sorts of stock in 
whose behalf no special drive had been 
made. 
Furthermore, a business that has 
been largely developed by efficient ad- 
vertising saves money quite sensibly by 
narrowing 
the 
proportion 
of 
fixed 
cliarges to gross business. 


But all this is well enough understood ) 
by those who have studied and who 
know from experience the benefits of 
judicious advertising. 
Those Avho do not 
know should give it a fair and intelli- 
gent trial. 


WHERE'S INDIANA? 


(Evansville Courier).

Florida has adopted the 
modern system of highway construction, 
with a state engineer a t the head of it, 
only five states remain out of the forty- 
eight that have not adopted the sys- 
tem.

Government in Suggestion 
to Protect the Winter 
Wheat Belt. 


TimCTIOII COMPilNY MISTilTES CIISE. 
DECltRES FORT WAYNE UBOR LEADER 


Declaring that tlie traction company 
has misstated the case in the presenta- 
tion of its side of the street railway 
controversy, Clayton H. Johnson, secre- 
tary of the organization committee of 
thé Fort- Wayne Federation of Labor, 
has issued a statement setting forth the 
view 
of 
the 
carmen. 
Mr. Johnson's 
statement follows: 
" "To the Public:—As I have bèen re- 
peatedly requested since the present un- 
pleasant situation has arisen between 
the Fort Wayne and Northern Indiana 
Traction company and its 
employes, 
members of Division No. 682, A. A. of S. 
and E. Ry. E. of A., to make some state- 
ment to the public, I have decided to 
do so and it follows: 


"President 
Barrett, of the traction 
company, 
in 
his 
answer 
to 
Mayor 
Hosey's requests for a conferen\:e to try 
and amicably settle the disputes, if pos- 
sible, makes many misstatements. 


'Tirst, he states that the relations 
between the company and its employes 
were entirely satisfactory, until out- 
siders came among them from other 
cities to excite dissatisfaction. 


"The 
facts 
are these: 
The union 
street car men were organized by local 
union men, citizens of this city, and bj^ 
Jio one else. 


•Second—He states that at tJiis time 
they have a legal contract with the men. 
As a matter of truth, they have never 
had a legal contract, because as signed 
statements of the men prove that one 
hundred and three (103). if not more of 
the men wlio signed his alleged legal 
contract, had not read it or knew of its 
contents, but signed it as ilemanded by 
officials of the company, and in addition 
Bome thirtv-six of tlie men who had 


read the contract 
and so 
admitted, 
when asked, if they would have signed 
it only on demand of the officials of the 
companj^, answered: 
'We felt if we did 
not we would get the ill will of teh offi- 
cials and lose our jobs.' 
So it seems 
A'ery plain that it is ridiculous for Mr. 
Barrett to try to impress tlie people 
with the legality of his alleged contract, 
when some one hundred and forty of 
his employes say it was obtained under 
duress and fear of loss of position. Such 
a contract, we hold, no man can be 
legally or morally bound by. 


"Thii:d—Mr. 
Barrett 
states, 
'This 
company claims no right ^^hich it does 
not give cheerfully to every person or 
corporation.' 
Let us sec. 
.Mr. Barroiit 
has refused to recognizc hiri employes 
as an organized 
body, 
and so denied 
them 
that 
right 
hi.s 
company 


enjoys as an organization. He also lias 
denied them the right of mutual voii- 
tract, and, indeed. 1ms dejiied them all 
rights except those implied under a con- 
tract obtained under durci:.; and on de- 
mand. 


"1 further desire tti «ay that during 
the 
past 
cis;htecn 
nioiitii^, there ha^ 
been repeated'reciuests i)y the employed 
of the J-'ort Wayne ami Xorthein Indi- 
ana Trai-tion oom])any to myself, as well 
as to others of the Fort Wayne Federa- 
tion of l.abor. to lielp them organize, 
and we finally agreed to do so. 
Further, 
the company's aliened contract was not 
submitted to the men until an agitation 
among the men was started for an or- 
ganization and during this time men 
were called into the company's office. 
They were suspended 
and 
notified to 
cease the agitation and Avere not ]>ut 
I 


back to work until they agreed to drop 
any desire for an organization. 
/ 


"Thig finally brought about practic- 
ally complete organization among the 
employes. 
They then presented to the 
company a request for recognition and 
a mutual agreement with the results 
that you all well know^. 


"In conclusion, we desire to say that 
we are willing, as at all times,.to meet 
any one in conference or otherwise to 
try and settle with fairness and justice 
the present unpleasant controversy. We 
call upon all the members of organized 
labor and all our good friends, the citi- 
zens of Fort Wayne, to help in 
having 
all etrictlj" obey the law in all Avays 
possible to prevent any disorder, so that 
the fair name of our city may be pro 
cted.

Washington, D. 0., Sept. 30—Sow win- 
ter wheftt after the Hessian fly has dis- 
appeared and save next year's crop from 
the ravages of the pestj say thé depart- 
ment of agriculture's experts. This ad- 
vice may still be applied during the com- 
ing month in tiie great wheat belt ly- 
ing betwMn the thirty-fifth and forty- 
first parallels of latitude. 
If the fly 
has been starved out by, burning or disk- 
ing all stubble and ruined wheat fields 
and all volunteer wheat has been plow 
ed under or otherwise destroyed, an in- 
festation the following. year may be 
prevented by sowing after the approxi- 
mate fly free date. 


The Hessian fly of the second or fall 
generation is likely to infest all volun 
teer wheat and all wheat sown before 
the fly-free date. 
"Flaxseeds" of the 
second generation remain on the fall- 
sown wheat plants till the following 
April, Avhen adults issue and produce 
young Avliich begin another season of 
infestation. 
The adult flies of the sec- 
ond generation emerge from the "flax- 
seed" stage from the middle of August 
to late October, according to the latitude, 
The female fly does not live beyond 5 
or 6 days, and thus it is that late 
so\ving, after the flies have largely dis- 
appeared, is the most practical and ef- 
fective method emploved to control this 
pest. 


What Experiments Show. 


According to experimental 
sowings 
carried on for a series of years, the ap- 
proximate dates to sow winter wheat 
to avoid the Hessian fly during years 
of normal rainfall, have been determined 
(There are some points with regard to 
these dates which all farmers Avithln 
fly-infested districts must take into ac- 
count. They should be familiar with the 
conditions of their own- localities, as to 
weather, soil, and latitude. They should 
also be familiar with their own fields. 
Dry weather retards the development 
of the fly and also that of the most im- 
portant of its natural enemies, precisely 
as it retards the coming up of wheat 
if it be soAvn in very dry soil and witli- 
out sufficient rainfall. There is also an 
approximate 
difference 
of 
about one 
'day to each 100 feet of elevation. 


To evade the Hessian ily sow wheat 
after Oct. 1 between parallels 40 and 41 
degrees; Oct. 5, 39 and 40 degrees; Oct. 
10, .38 and 39 degrees; Oct. 15, 37 and 
35 degrees; Oct. 20, 36 and 37 degrees; 
Oct, 25, 35 and 36.,degrees. 


One Serious Objection. 


There is, of course, a serious objection 
to the late sowing method to control ±he 
Hessian iiy, and that is the danger that 
the 
])Iants will not 
make sufficient 
growtli to withstand the winter. 
This 
objection, however, maj^ be largely over- 
come by proper cultural methods'. Much 
of tlie delay in the growth of late-sown 
plants in the fall can be eliminated by 
]taying close attention to the prépara 
tion of the soil and to the quality of 
the seed. 
The best advice that ran be 
given is to begin the preparaticix of 
the field in the fall precisely as tljough 
it was expected to sow at a very *arly 
date, but instead of sowing use the 
disk harrow and the roller, even after 
it appears to be a Avaste of labor to till 
the field further. 


"Wlien a finely pulverized, compact seed 
bed has been secured, the seed should 
should be selected, and this should be 
done with the point in view that un- 
naturally shriveled or otherA\ise imper- 
fect kernels can not produce healthy 
wheat plants. ^Vl^en the kernel' sprouts 
it at once sends fibrous roots down into 
the soil from Avhich to draw nourish- 
ment for the young ptent, and if little 
or no nourisliment is secured the wheat 
plants are put into somewhat the con- 
dition of stui\ted calves, pigs, or other 
farm animals which arc underfed. 


Wheat plants can not seciirc prompt 
and ample nourishment if the roots 
must )nako their way about among clods 
due to poor preparation of the soil, or 
in soil that lacks in fertility. The far- 
mer, then, should begin the preparation 
of his soil with the object of delaying 
the sowing of the Avheat and afterwards 
of pusliing the growth of the plant to 
the iitmosi until the begiiming of the 
cold weather.

The Times says: "The successfiil con- 
clusioir of the Anglo-French loan in the 
United States is in itself an event of 
such magnitude in our relations with 
America that any purely financial crit- 
icism on the terms of the loan mu-st 
take secondary place.

unprecedented. 


"We, ourselves, never before in mod- 
ern history have sought a foreign loan. 
No country ever, before has placed a 
loan of anything like such an amount 
abroad, not even in England, and it 1:3 
safe to say that none of our enemies 
could borrow such an amount in the 
United States at any price. 


"We regard it, as an c.vpreasion of 
American confidence and in such circuni- 
Btances need not scrutinize it/too jeal- 
ously if the terms are rather high. If we 
criticize anything it would rather be the 
two per cent, underwriting commission. 
If New 
York purpose to 
become 
in 
in peace times 
a - serious rival 
to 
London as an international money cen- 
ter, it must leam to do things cheaper 
than that" 


The Morning Post in an editorial ex- 
plaining why the terms of the American 
loan are necessarily high, says: 


"There can be no question that our 
American cousiils, with their usual as- 
tuteness, have 'taken full advantage of 
the allies' necessity and obtained a mag- 
nificeht bargain, especially as the re- 
lations will ^ prevent the . collapse which 
might have oecurred in American export 
trade if there had been a debacle in the 
exchange on London."

Into War on White 


Slave Traffic. 


Clifford G. Roe, of Chicago, who comes' 
to Fort Wayne to speak on "The Price 
of Xlce," at the First Baptist church, 
next Sunday afternoon, at 2:30 o'clock, 
under the auspices of the Mens' Chris- 
tian leauge, is an apostle of humanity 
quite by accident. 
He intended being a 
corporation lawyer, he says. 


A case which involved the liberty of 
an unfortunate girl turned his attention 
to the one phase of the tragedy that 
underlies the lawyer's business. 
The 
call of human misery was more insistent 
than his ambition and he became a re- 
former. Now all of his time is given to 
the destruction of a system that makes 
the white slave possible. 


Mr. Roe is young and cheerful, though 
he must see much in life that is pa- 
thetic. 
He is neither the austere law- 
yer nor the over-zealous reformer. 
He 
just goes about his work—he doesn't 
regai-d it as a mission—in a business- 
like, human way. 


Tlie eight years that have intervened 
since the first girl claimed his attention 
arc filled with achievements that have 
brought liberty and hope to h^r unfor- 
tunate class. 


Took Hold of a Case. 
Mr. Roe was then the junior member 
of a firm of corporation lawyers. Crim- 
inal cases were not desired by the firm 
and when they came «fere, delegated to 
the junior member just because he was 
the junior member. 


Tho case of the girl was among them 
and was brought to him by a l^arber 
who had rescued her from a house of 
ill-fame. 
Her story introduced him to 
white slavery and the hideous system 
by which it was maintained; • 


He secured her liberty but she, and 
the class she represented, did not leave 
his mind. Later he became attached to 
the district attorney's office in CHicago 
and there ho had an oppo/tunity to 
probe deeper into th^ evil. 
Four hun-

TEST FOR WASHHOUSE ACT. 


Superintendent Arrested, Charged With 
Violating Statute. 


Vincennea, Ind., Sept. 30.—Joseph W. 
Kimmel, prosecuting attorney, as a cit- 
izen, filed an affidavit against William 
McQuade, superintendent of the Indian 
CVeek Mining company, in which he 
charges the mine offictal with violating 
the free Avashhouse act. 
According to 
Kimmell, he asked the Indian Creek 
company to put in washhouses, but his 
request was ignored. According to the 
statute, it is necessary that a petition 
containing the majority of the miners' 
signatures must be prepared before the 
proceedings concerning the violation of 
this act can be carried out. About three 
months ago Mr. Kimmell placed the pe- 
tition in circulation with the result that 
a majority of the names were obtained. 
ITie mine officials were informed of this 
move, but they continued charging each 
miner $1 a month for the use of the 
washhouse. McQuade gave bond for his 
appearaiice in court.-

New York and Havana, proprietor of

port to the government of one of th® 
large South American republics on ifa« 
possibility of 
establishing permanent' 
trade relations with the United StitM^; 
IVIr. Go>'in siunmarizes the situation in 
the follo^v^ng words: 


"Unless the American business man 
can arrange, for all time to come, » to 
discoimt his Latin-American credits, for 
periods necessary to meet the varying 
conditions of South American trade^ it 
will be hopeless for the South American 
merchant to expect to create a larse 
business, based on the markets of tSe 
United States, except on such axUcles 
as arc protected by patent or 
trade 
mai'ks or are of such a nature as to be 
pre-eminently 
superior 
or 
markedly 
cheaper than similar European products. 
Under present conditions you caimct 
depend upon North America for the as- 
sured credit essential to the proper ex- 
tension of business. The poli(gr of wis- 
dom is to advise your people to tempor- 
arily curtail their activities so as to 
be well within the amount of tbOT cash 
capital. 


"However, should the pressiure of pub- 
lic opinion in the United States, aided 
by the desire of our bankers and mer- 
chants, create a situation whereby credit 
relations can be properly and beneflciaUy 
establishefl in the interest 
of 
South 
American commerce, then there need be 
no hesitation in stimulating an MCten- 
sion of business. In that case, yon must 
be assured that the arrangements made 
in the United States are of the eharao- 
ter and permanency required to meet 
what would then be tremendously ex- 
panding trade; 
otherwise, 
your (com- 
merce will be in constant peril and per- 
haps be forced to turn again to Europe 
at some later date, under conditions of 
great disadvantage."

Text of Barrett Letter. 
The text of President Barrett's latest 
letter is as follows: 


"Sept. 3», 1915. 
"Hon. William .T. Hosey, Mayor of

"Dear Sir—^An earlier answer to your 
letter,

-written iagreement, 
voluntarily

wagesy hours Or conditions of service; if 
not satisfactorily 
adjusted 
betweep 
the 
men and the company, should be submit- 
ted to the public service commission 
of 
Indiana for arbitration. 
This, 1 submit, 
was a perfectly fair and valid contract. 
Under outside influences 
that 
contract 
was violated by our motormen and con- 
ductors by quitting the service in a body 
and going on a strike, who, through their 
committee representing them, refused to 
submit the matter of differences to arbi- 
tration as agreed. 
Afteiwards I sent 
a 
personal letter to each of them request- 
ing him to return to the. service and take 
his regular run. 
Through their commit- 
tee they absolutely refused to do so. 


"Under such circumstances and 
under 
attempted 
intimidation 
and 
coercion 
through violence against the employes and 
property of this company, it respectfully 
declined your Invitation to enter into an- 
other and different contract for the arbi- 
tration of such grievances. 


"The 
public is not being deprived of 
adequate 
and proper street car 
service 
by any action or fault of thi.s company, 
which has demonstrated its ability to give 
such service if adequate and proper pro- 
tection from violent assaults be given to 
Its employes and 
property. 
The 
police 
force of the city is, and perhaps for years 
has been 
too small 
to afford 
adequate 
protection to all the citizens and property, 
even in ordinary times, but. I respectfully 
submit that in periods of turbulence and 
violenro you a s mayor of the city of Fort 
Wayne are clothed by the law with un- 
limited powers to so increase that force 
tliat law and order may be 
maintained 
and the lives and persons of all the peo- 
ple may be protected. 
To this end I re- 
.•çpectfuHy ask that you put an oiïicer on 
each of the cars of the company at the 
noon and eyening hours to prevent 
such 
injury to our employes, engaged In law- 
ful pursuits,

yesterday.

Citizens Insulted. 
One incident is detailed in the reply 
of the authorities as declaring the strike 
breaker crew of one car were reported 
as insulting citizens alonpf their route 
with profane and indecent epithets and 
as bein» especially offensive to Iineri/5n 
employed by the city. 
This was report- 
ed to General Manager S. W. dreenhind, 
of the traction company,- between 10 
and 10:30 in the morning and that .'ol- 
lowing that reports were received 
of a 
repetition of the insulting conduct of 
the car crew^ .after Manager Greenland 
had promised to investigate-^he first v^i- 
port. Outside these incidents there were 
no reports of any troublé anywhere, the 
statement will say. 


Sentiment Not Fear. 
It will be stated to Mr. Barrett that 
his assumption that police on the cars 
•will cause people to ride is far-fetched 
as there has been no trouble to deter 
people from riding and that it is proba- 
ble that sentiment as to the strike and 
not fear of violence is keeping people oiT 
the cars manned by the imported men. 
It will be pointed out that on no car 
that has been subjected to the few not 
serious attacks by violence have there 
been any passengers and that the de- 
monstrations were against the crews. 


Can Hire Its Own Police. 
The attention of Pre.sident 
Barrett 
will be called to the provisions of an In- 
diana statute that will permit the trac- 
tion company to employ its own special 
details of police to protect its property 
and that it can do this and pay such 
special olliccrs, the board promising to 
commission any who arc foimd to be 
intelligent and otherwise fit to exercise 
police duty and possess police authority.

Warsaw, Russia, 
Aug. 29.—(Special 
correspondence).—Photographer 
Durbor- 
ough and I came from Serock, boimd for 
the battle 
scene at Nowo-Georgievgk. 
For three hours we had been traveling 
from Warsaw, through shattered vil- 
lages, across pontoon bridges, past miles 
of abandoned trenches, among clumps 
of torn and bleeding pines. 
We had 
now arrived at the outer edge of the 
chain which the Germans and Austrian» 
were tightening around 
the 
massive 
fortress of Novo-Georgievsk. 


At our right 
lay Fort Dembe, the 
northern watch dog of the Narev river. 
It was totally in ruins. 
The mortar 
batteries of the Germans and Austrians 
had directed 60 shells at this stronghold. 
Forty of these had struck home, and 
the immense concrete walls of the fort 


had cayed in like so much sand. 


The pit of the inner, fort looked like 
the crater of a volcano. 
Two Austrian 
"skoda" shells had fallen there, had 
svmk deep into the ground, and their 
explosions had converted the inner fort 
into an immense cone, with everything 
buried beneath its walls. 
How many 
Russians lay dead under that pile of 
debris was guesswork. 


On the north side of the fort a shell 
had plunged right into the immense con- 
crete v/all and bad sent skyward pieces 
of concrete a yard tliick. 
What con- 
sternation such explosions must throw 
into the hearts of defending troops the 
imagination cannot conceive, 


A million shots from rifles and small 
cannon upon suqh a fort as Dembe would 
be like the patter of rain upon a new 
roof. A dozen or two well placed shots 


from a 42-eentimetcr mortar are lilie 
the blows of a sledge into a china shop. 


Not even the immense steel safe, down 
in the bowels of the earth under the 
fort, had escaped. 
Its massive door 
hung limp upon twisted hinges, 
its 
sides were bent like so much old iron in 
a monger's yard. 
The 
subterranean 
passageway leading to this safe was lit- 
tered with guns, ammunition, clothing 
and putrid foo<l. 


As far as the eye could see from the 
heights of Fort Dembe lines of trenches, 
many of them hastily dug, wound their 
sinuous way across the level landscape. 
Wasted efforts. 
Most of them, were 
never usedI 


Two miles from the battle line we left 
the automobile, which was placed under 
the cover of a clump of trees, and we 
proceeded on foot. 


In the company of an oflScer I was, of the ,Wkra and Narev rivers. Directly 


permitted to crawl to the top of a hill, 
from where the battle could be observed 
from the shelter of another little dug- 
cut. 
Delicate white puiFs, distinctly 
visible against the clear sky, marked the 
bursting of Russian grenades, directed 
at the German lines. Machine guns were 
drumming their "rat-tat-tat" with an al- 
most monotonous constancy. 


At intervals came the sonorous boom 
of a mortar, followed by a rolling echo 
from the hills beyond the river. 
We 
could see the shell explode at almost 
the same instant the sound reachcd our 
ears. A volcanic spray of dirt, concrete, 
and other debris, followed by a cloud of 
dust, marked the spot where the shell 
had found its nest. 


The main citadels of Novo Georgievsk 
lay in the elbow made by the juncture 


m front of the Wkra mouth a little 
island split the Narev, and upon this 
island stood one of the eight outer forts 
which guarded the main citadels. 
It 
was at this fort that German-Austrian 
shells were now directed. 


First intermittently, then with a final 
desperate splurge, the guns of the island 
stronghold spat out their reddish flames. 
The complete destruction of the fort 
seemed but the work of moments. 
Soon 
its guns were silent, its ruins smoulder- 
ed feebly, its work was done. 
The re- 
mainder of the garrison had jumped 
into steel pontoons and' fled into the 
citadeL 


It was the fifth and last of the eight 
outer forts to fall that day. And these 
strongholds had been equipped for an 
eight months' siege!

The front 
room 
was used by Mr. Wesley as a study.

the rear of his bed room and opening 
out of this is a little chamber eight feet 
two inches by six feet nine inches. 
A 
very little room it is. 
But it was the 
power house of ^Methodism. 
A marble 
slab under the mantel tells its story: 
"This 
little room is the place where 
Wesley retired for prayer." 
This little 
prayer room is as eloquent an insight 
into his life as 
w'as Daniel's 
upper 
ihamber with the window open toward 
Jifrusalem an index to the character of 
that Avorthy." 
It is more—^liere is the 
secret 
of 
Methodism's 
wonderful tri- 
umphs, for IMethodism was made 
by 
5uch prayers as were offered in this little 
room. 
Wesley's prayer room is a sanc- 
tuary calling us to the too often ne- 
glected jiractioc of prayer. 
How 
we 
need just 
such 
prayer rooms in 
our 
own homes, and in our churnhes—the 
quiet time and place where one may 
go to be alone witli God? 
"in quietness 
and in confidenco phall be thy strength.'' 
Wesley knew 
the value of such 
a 
sanctuary, for he iiad l)een with 
the 
Master, and loarnod of liini: "\Mien thou 
prayest outer iiito thino inner chamber, 
and haviiiir shut tliy dour, pray to thy

"The chief factors in developing these 
chronic maladies of the vital organs may 
bo classified as folloAvs: 


1. Improper 
living habits;

3. Too much exercise, prolonged, ex- 
hausting manual labor or athletic exer- 
cises,

HOLDS LAW UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


Portland Judge Dedares Invalid a 1915 
/ Tax Act and Enjoins. 


Portland, Ind., Sept. 30.—Holding that 
the laAv enacted by the last Indiana leg- 
islature, 
giving 
advisory 
boards 
the 
right to levy a tax agaii^st cities or 
towns situated.wholly •within the town- 
ship, iff unconstitutional, Judge Denney 
has enjoined County Auditor John Bon- 
ifas from carrying a levy of 92 cents 
on each $100 against Portland property. 
The suit was instituted by Mayor O. A. 
Paddock, as a taxpayer. 
The 
court 
holds in his opinion ttat only the poor 
fund levy of. 6 cents on each $100 as 
made by the advisory board of Wayne 
township, can be »pplied against Port- 
land. 
The law is one that the state ac- 
counting board has held applied only as 
regards the township fund proper, but 
instead of the word fund the law reads 
"funds," and instead of placing the 12 
cents township fund levy on the dupli- 
cates against Portland property as well 
as the township property, the auditor 
was intending, before enjoined, to carry 
the entire 92 cents lev/ against the city 
property. 
This holding will lower the 
tax rate for Portland just 87 cents on 
the $100, leaving it at $4.09, for all pur- 
poses, 
including 
city, 
state, 
county, 
township, poor, gravel road, school and 
library.

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THE BROOD MARE ON THE FARM 


The Farm Horse Fills a More Important Place in Prodtfction Than Any 


Other Animal. 


^'hen the active working season on 
the tarm will have a little let up, the 
farmer can have a moment t® spare 
to ascertain of what value his brood 
mares have been. 


He will remember. In the first place, 
'that they have each given birth this 
season and have raised to weaning age 
a nice promising colt that bids fair 
to develop into a good salable horse 
later on. 


By next spring he should be worth 
$75 and at two years old should bring 
$100 to $125. 
Now he can be put to 
work. 


From then until he is four years 
old he should earn his feed—say |76 
a year—and give a profit of $26 per 
year, although $50 would be nearer 
the mark. 


At four years of age he should be 
worth $200, judging from th« way 


A Money-Maker on the Farm. 


These youngsters are increasing in 
»•alue and as they are yearlings now 
»elll help to make their living next 
^ason as two year olds. 
The brood 
iiares have also done much farm and 
^oad work. 


Probably I make a mistake in cred- 
iting each mare with a colt every year; 
lo it is safer to say that counting for 
iccidents a mare should average two 
10its every three years. 


It would be rather a hard matter 


f 
> cay just what product she will give 
er owner each year of her working 
ind breeding life. 
So much depends 
in her quality and especially upon her 
lapacity as a sure breeder and like- 
rise as a good mother. 


Mares, like cows, differ greatly in 
their flow of milk and many times a 
hedlum-slzed animal with heavy milk 
low capacity will raise a bigger and 
>etter colt than a much larger ani- 
hal •whose milk flow Is insufficient. 


The practical horse breeder and the 
fermer of experience is well aware of 
licsp facts and one will often be sur- 
»rised to see farmers keep breeding 
haros that to the uninitiated appear 
o be indifferent specimens. 


Say that a farmer has bought a 
naro in .Tanuary for $150. "She Is five 
»ear.s old and he breeds her in March, 
the stud fee is .$25, but the money is 
tot riiie unless the mare proves to be 
h foal. 


The rolt has cost $25 at birth 
a n r l 
rt weaning time, four months latpr, 
e should be worth, if a good indi- 
Idual and a good grade, say $4 0. 


well-bred, well-broken and well-kept 
horses are now selling. 


We will eay that a breeder is lucky 
enough to have raised a pair of four- 
year-olds, Bound, good lookers, hearty, 
with snap and style, weighing from 
1200 to 1400 pounds each, for the 
pair $400 can easily be had In any of 
the big markets. 


These are not fanciful figures but 
are based upon actual experience of 
every-day farmers of breeding, raising 
and selling colts. 


Every farmer should, if possible, 
keep one or more good brood mares; 
not broken winded, worn out, city 
hacks but sound, well-shaped, well- 
bred animals that possess individual 
merit and whose progeny will sell 
readily when the dealer comes along. 


Any breeder of experience, knows 
well that almost as much depends on 
the brood-mare a« on the stallion in 
the raising of any 
breed 
of 
good 
horses. 


Many colts take their conformation 
from their mother, 
especially from 
their shoulders back. For instance, If a 
mare has wide, ragged >hlps, her colts 
are most liable to inherit this ten- 
dency. 
Many colts also Inherit their 
dispositions from their dams. 


Brood-mares should be sound, of 
quiet disposition, strongly built, and 
they should he well cared for. 


Tt is a severe loss to the farmer who 
pays $25 stud fee, loses two or three 
months' work of his mare, and then 
loses a colt at birth, or afterward, and 
all from neglect of some sort. 


The mare can be worked up to a 
week 
or 
two 
before 
the 
colt 
Is 
dropped. 
In fact, she Is better off 
for 
the 
regular 
exercise, 
but 
she 
should be handled by & careful man, 
who will not excite her, and she should 
have a roomy box stall for her sleep- 
ing quarters. 


Although many may disagree with 
me, I am firmly convinced from nearly 
thirty years' experience on breeding 
farms, that It Is a risky business pur- 
chculhg aged mares, who have spent 
the best years of their life doing work 
in the cities, and tryJnv to make brood- 
mares of them. 


Even if they are only elsht or t^n 
years i^d, it Is an expensive experi- 
ment. 
The reason Is otrvfow. 


In the ilrst place when a mare has 
arrived at that age, and has never 
had a colt, her chances of getting in 
foal are lessened each year. 
• Furthermore, It Is safe to say that 
a reasonable proportion of these mares 
have slunked their colts, and for this 
reason they have been sent from the 
farms and sold In the cities, where 
they can do excellent work. 
^ 


In 
choosing 
brood-mares, 
always 
buy young ones, say from three to Ave 
years old, then you should be able to 
connt on all of them getting in foal, 
or certainly nearly every one, when, if 
you pick up a lot of "second hand" 
mares, of uncertain age, your per- 
centage of colts will be extremely un- 
certain. 


One 
good, 
sound 
young 
mare, 
bought from some reliable farmer, or 
breeder, is worth more for, breeding 
purposes than half a dozen so-called 
"bargains" picked up in the city.— 
C. M. S. 


Millet seed is not only an excellent 
poultry food, but, being very small, 
there is nothing better to scatter in 
the litter as an inducement for ¡the 
fowls to get the exercise they require. 
Throw a handful in deep litter in the 
morning and it will keep the fowls 
busy and active all day. 


A Few Pointen 


For the Dairyman 


A poor mllk«r nerer gets the best 
results from a cow. 
A nervous ani- 
mal resents the bungling toa<^ of a 
rough or Inexperienced hand. 


Why not^ encourage the little pe- 
culiarities of the well-bred dairy cow. 
She is simply a big milk machine and 
if her whims will produce more milk 
let Iver have them. 


If "we were going to select a bull we 
would select the one with the worst 
temper, all other things being equal. 
Beoause temper and vigor show male 
characteristics which should not be 
ignored. 


A gentle sleepy bull that can be 
managed without a nose-ring does not 
as a rule produce the best calves. 


^t is downright cruelty to keep a 
bull in^a small enclosure In the sum- 
mer, a victim to heat and 
flies—but 
many men who claim to be good 
dairymen, do this very thing. 


How could we expect a cow to keep 
in good health and give pure milk 
when she is confined in foul and ill- 
ventilated quarters, winter or summer. 


A pair 
of horse-clippers can 
be 
bought for $1.50 and the use of these 
once a month on the cow's flanks and 
udder will make it an easy matter to 
keep them clean. 


How many cows on the 
average 
farm give milk containing more than 
twenty per cent of butter-fat? 
Per- 
haps not more than one out of every 
100. 


The separator should never be al- 
lowed in the barn or near It. 


A half dozen window sash, glazed, 
will make a dust-proof box in which 
the dairy vessels can be sunned and 
kept absolutely clean. 


Any enterprising farmer living near 
a town of 5,000 or more can sell every 
pound 
of his butter at full 
retail 
prices or little above, the year round. 


For aeveral years we ha,ve bought 
farm butter from the same farmer, at 
two cents abote retail market price, 
every month In the year and glad to 
get I f ;

A)! milk should be aerated as aoon 
as taken from the cow.

with plenty of ice to keep the surfsioe 
cool. 


If nothing better can be had, milk 
mi^ be aerated by placing the,cans in 
a trough of cold water and dipping 
the milk with a long-hudled dipper 
and pouring It back into the can until 
it is thoroughly cool. 


Never cover milk while warm, tn 
the cans, as it will produce a musty 
odor. 


The milker who will thump a oow 
for squirming under the attaek of 
flies, ought to be hoisted out of the 
bam on the toe of the dairyman's 
boots. 


In some states, the law is that all 
milk after July Ist, must be pásturised 
before leaving the creamery. 
In Den- 
mark, milk is pasturlzed at all times. 


Need not expect cows to keep up 
the milk flow during the tail-end of 
summer, unless you have plenty of 
soiling crops to feed. 
Dead 
grass 
does not produce milk.

MAKING BETTER FARM BUTTER 


Nearly all butter sold by the farmer 
I of poorer quality than it should be. 
ty more careful hanflllngc and better 
nethods there is no reason why this 
roduct should not only be improved 
B quality, but a better price should 
e roi-eived for it. 
By carrying out 
he following conditions and methods 
1 very much better grade of butter 
festfld be produced: 


Hand 
separator 
cream

The deep can sur- 
Dunded by cold water is second best; 
Rns and crocks are third best, and 
he water-dilution method comes last. 


The cream should be kept in as 
leirly a sweet condition -is possible 
mtU enough has been gathered for a 
burning. 
This 
should 
then 
be 
oured 
or 
ripened. 
To 
ripen 
the 
ream warm it to a temperature of 
5 .to 
80 d^egrees, until it Is sour 
ncugh; then cool down to a tem- 
lerature of from 65 to 60 degrees, 
rhich is right for churning. 
Let it 
tand at this temperature for an hour 
ir so before churning, 
if 
possible, 
fhis will cause the butter to come in 
letter condition. 
Cream that is being 
ipened should be thoroughly stirred 
everal times before it Is ready for 
burning. 
. It is often advisable to save some of 
he buttermilk of one churning to be 
ised as a starter (the same as yeast 
ft bread making) for the next batch 
f cream.. 
Add a small amount of 
his buttermilk to the sweet cream 
rhen enough has been gathered for a 
¡burning; thoroughly stir it, and It 
Mil ripen very much more rapidly. 
)are should be exercised to keep this 
Id buttermilk in as good condition 
to possible. 


Strain all cream Into the 
chum.

A Clean, Airy, Churning Room. 


This will remove all clots and particles 
of curd, and there will be no danger 
of white specks in the butter. 
Do not 
fill the churn over one-third to one- 
half full. 
Give the cream room for 
agitation, which insures quick churn- 
ing. 
Turn the churn just fast enough 
to give the cream the greatest amount 
of agitation. 


The butter should.be gathered until 
the grains become about one-half the 
size of wheat. ' Then draw off the 
buttermilk 
through 
a strainer 
and 
wash the butter in cold water two or 
three times, or until the wash water 
is 
removed 
practically 
clear. 
In 
washing, care should be exercised not 
to bring the grains together, in one 


mass, but rather keep it In the gran- 
ular condition. 
The washing of the 
butter removes the buttermilk 
and 
makes the butter keep for a longer 
time. 
It also puts It in better condi- 
tion for salting. 


The butter should be taken from 
the churn in the granular condition 
and the salt spi'inkled over it before 
it has been worked together. 
Usually 
a scant ounce of salt is added for each 
pound of butter. 


One working, at the time of salt- 
ing, is usually sufficient, providing the 
butter is hard enough when removed 
from the chum. 
If 
the butter 
Is 
somewhat soft when taken out, it can 
be salted and set away for a few hours 
until It gets hard enough to 
finish. 
Butter 
is 
usually 
worked 
enough 
when the water has been removed so 
that it will bend without 
breaking. 
Too much working will spoil its grain 
and make it salvy, while leaving too 
much water in it will spoil its keeping 
qualities. 


Pack or print the butter as soon 
as it has been worked sufficiently and 
put it in a cool place until it is taken 
to the market. 
Remember that the 
appearance of the package, as well 
as the way the butter is packed, has' 
a , great deal to do with the selling 
price. 


In order to make a uniform colored 
butter for the entire year, some color 
may be used. 
Very little will be re- 
quired during the spring and summer 
months, when the cows are getting 
green feed. 
Colored butter is not 
only more appetizing, but can be sold 
on the market for a very much better 
price than that which is not colored. 
The color should be added to 
the 
cream in the churn before starting to 
churn.

We hear the term "civic pride" In 
the city.

premises clean and sightly and pre- 
sentable to the .stranger or passerby. 
And then you yourself might get some 
pleasure out of a well-kept farm'. 
. Measured by the common standard, 
keeping your farm tidy actually adds 
dollars to Its Value and to the value of 
the products you have for sale. 
Let's, 
clean up and stop, breeding trouble on 
our farms. 


With 
the 
portable

twenty-flve hens are- about as many as 
can be kept in one flock, and in the 
permanent house fifty hens are the 
limit. 


For all classes of 
animals 
except 
horses, alfalfa should be cut for hay 
when the new shoots or stems begin 
to appear at the crown. These are 
easily seen just 
as 
they 
come 
up 
among the old stems at about the be- 
ginning 
of 
blossoming 
time. 
Cut- 
ting earlier than this is not desirable 
or profitable, since the yield .will be 
smaller and the hay will be more dif- 
ficult to cure. It should 
not 
be 
al- 
lowed to get much beyond this stage 
for two reasons: 
(1> Although 
a 
somewhat heavier flrst cutting of hay 
can be secured b3^ allowing it, to stand 
ronger than the time recommended, 
the hay Is neither as palatable, nor as 
nutritious. 
(2) Iieaving the flrst crop 
after it is at the proper stage to cut 
delays and reduces the second crop, 
since the new shoots c6mlng from the 
crown are out oft with the flrst crop. 
When alfalfa is to be fed to horses, 
it may be allowed «to 
grow 
slightly 
longer than when It is to be fea to 
cattle, but it ihould never be left un- 
til the second crop is^njured In cut- 
tiufg the first crop.—Ai C. Amy.

There is no more favorable time for 
establishing some ef these treasures, 
heirlooms of the floral world; and if 
they are to come from seed, the lark- 
spurs and hollyhocks and aquilegias 
are sure to bloom next year from this 
autumn-sown seed.

shrubbery 
the hollyhock Is admirable, and it is 
still as ornamental as a hedge plant, 
as the long row in front of the garden 
fence is in memory. 


The double varieties are like great 
roses, of a pilken texture. 
The bees 
delight to cluster aisout the blossoms, 
too. 


The colors vary In the 
improved 
sorts from clear white and 
yellow 
through the various shades of pink, 
salmon, and red to dark maroon. 


The aquilegia or columbine, is easily

Rockhill, an 18-year-old girl, whose home 
was at Etna Green, Ind., died yesterday 
and Coroner Hoffman's search for her 
slayer is headed 
toward 
a "phantom 
midwife" who flits, about by night and 
deals anonymously in death. 


"Midwife" was the one word sign tlifl 
spelled hope t o the deserted bride-to-l>e 
the flight of Sept. 9, when she reached 
Chicago". I t was her choice after tragic 
deliberation on the bridge over the Chi 
cago river, she said on her deathbed in 
the Ravenswood hospital. 


Death cut short the story from this 
slip of a girl who became a senior in 
higii school in June at Etna Green, and 
found herself deserted on the eve of her 
wedding day that was to have been Sept 
9. 
Since school she had been assistant 
postmistress there. 


She knew little about the midwife 
house of 
death 
which 
she chose in 
profert-nee to the river. 
. She remeui 
bered no name, so many were used. She 
knew no place because she was spirited 
about by night. 
Her descriptions wer 
meager. 


Father Would Slay. 


"Roselle Rockhill"' becamc the title of 
a coroner's case 
shortly 
before noon 
when the frantic father, Henry Warren 
Rockhill, called to inform Coroner HofT 
man that he was going to "shoot at 
sight" those Avith a hand in the death. 


He came to the coroner's office with 
the girl's mother, who admitted she ac 
conipauied her daughter to the mid 
wife's office and paid her the $35 named 
as the cost of the operation. 
Both lb. 
father and mother wept as the story 
was told. 


"Slie \i0uld have killed herself rather 
than go back home," wailed the mother, 
'•As we stood on that bridge that nigh 
1 begi^ed of lier to come home. She said 
HIIC would jump in the river first, and 
she had threatened to take poison. 


"Then we walked across the bridge 
We saw that sign 'midwife.' 
W'v. wcüe 
told it was a .simple matter; that there 
was no danger. 
I left Marie there, 
know no more. 
When I next saw h-.- 
she was dying in the hos])itaI." 


Cannot Locate Midwife. 
^Ir.s. Rockhill was unable to give any 
definite idea of tiie midwife's location 
She couldn't 
tell 
what 
bridge 
they 
crossed. 


The girl left the hou.'se of tho midwifi 
in the middle of the night. 
She could 
not tell how she found the residence o 
lier cousin, Rene Raich, at 4054 North 
Hermitage avenue. 


'I'hc information regarding the mid 
wife and her associates which Coroner 
llofl'man was able to get from the stories 
of the mother i>nd daughter was as fol- 
lows: 


The midwife was apparently German 
of light complexion, reddish hair, blue 
eyes and weighed about 175 pounds. She 
cxtrnited a plc(lg> of safety from both 
Hiotlier and daugliter. 


Four (lift'crciit hniguagcs were spoken 
in the |)lace and rye bread, beer ,ind 
iioulasli wore tiie princinal foods. It was 
a second floor establishment, located on 
a corner.

though the staff is military, it also is 
serving the foreign oflBce and the depart- 
ment of public instruction. 


General Joffre, 
Monsieur Millerand, 


minister of war; Delcaese, minirter ol • 
foreign affairs, and Sarraul, nuniater of 
public instruction, aided by this eonunit- 
tee of foreign affairs of the chamber, of' 
deputies and the foreign office collabor- 
ated in its organization. 
The opera* 
tors are all mobUi^d men, and, as at 
Metzeral, arc on the fighting line, taking 
picture«, which, 
with 
orders, ,rei»ort«, 
plans and other documents, "wiil hereaf- 
ter constitute the historical section of 
the general staff. 


For the fine arts section and the edu* 
cational department it is intended- tbui 
to make a complete collection of idioto- 
graphs of destroyed or damaged pubUo 
documents of great artistic value, and 
in general to furnish a sort of illustrated 
annex to the history of the war for 
the instructiou of future generations. 


These official photographers during the 
seven days' bombardment of Metzeral, 
took three thousand negatives. 


A sales department has been organ- 
ized to put on the market copies of all 
the photographs that the censor author- 
izes to be duplicated.

the fact is that tlie customer profits 
more from store news than the store- 
keeper himself. 


The other 
aspect of tlie matter is, 


from the standpoint of the merchant, as 
determining the factor of cost, that ad- 
vertising does not on the whole increase 
the price of goods because of the big 
sales which if, effects—sales not only of 
particular lines which may be specific- 
ally named, but of all sorts of stock in 
wliusu behalf no special drive had been 
made. Furthermore, a business tlu-it has 
been largely developed by dlU-icnl ad- 
vertising saves money unite sensibly by

Violence Must Cease. 


WHERE'S INDIANA? 


Regardless of the issues involved in the disagreement between 


the traction compaany and its city car meii in Fort Wayne, there can 
^absolutely no justification for tiie violence which began manifest- 
ing itself Wednesday in attacks upou street cars, the smashing of 
glass and assaults upon operatives. There must be a speedy end to 
.violence of any character in the unfortunate controversy. It cannot 
•be tolerated. The good name of Fort Wayne as an industrial city 
and as a peaceful, law-abiding people is at stake. 


It should be noted that the men most vitally interested—the car 


men who left their runs—are shown to have been in no wise involved 
in the outbreaks. They are setting an example of orderliness. 
They 


ore counselling; peaceful tactics and admonishing their friends to re- 
frain from violence and disorder, proclaiming that there will bo no 
need of additional police on duty so far as they are concerned. The 
violence appears to have been clearly the work of misguided friends 
of the car men's cause who have nothing at stake save their casual 
interest in seeing the employes triumph over the traction company. 
And instead of aiding that cause they are injuring it. 
Violence is 


not argument, and it will not appeal to sober, thoughtful, fair- 
minded people. 


There are two sides to the local traction tangle, and each fac- 


tion is upholding what it considers its rights. Neither is as yet able 
to see justice in the other's contentions. Some sort of adjustment 
which each will accept is certain to be brought about in the course of 
time, but violence and disorder are adding to the difficulties instead 
of assisting to compose them. It, is clearly the duty of every person 
to refrain from disorder and from every unlawful act. It is clearly 
the duty of the authorities to put an end to violence and to maintain 
•order. It is imperative that this ho done.

Government in Suggestion 


to Protect the Winter 


Wheat Belt. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 30—Sow win- 


ter wheat after the Hessian fly lias dis- 
appeared and save next year's crop from 
the ravages of the pest, say the depart- 
ment of agriculture's experts. This ad- 
vice may still be applied during the com- 
ing month in the great wheat belt ly- 
ing between the thirty-fifth aud forty- 
first parallels of latitude. If the fly 
has been, starved out by burning or disk- 
ing all stubble and ruined wheat fields, 
and all volunteer wheat has been plow- 
ed under or otherwise destroyed, an in- 
festation the following year may bo 
prevented by sowing after the approxi- 
mate fly free date. 


The Hessian fly of the second or fall 


"generation is likely to infest all volun- 
teer wheat and all wheat sown before 
the fly-free date. 
"Fleixseeds'' of the 


second generation remain on the fall- 
sewn wheat plants till the following 
April, when adults issue and produce 
young which begin another season of 
infestation. 
The adult flies of the sec- 


ond generation emerge from tiie "flax- 
st-cd" stage from the middle of August 
to late October, according to the latitude. 
The female fly does not live beyond 5 
or 
C> days, and thus it is that late 


sowing, after the flies have largely dis- 
appeared, is the most practical and ef- 
fective method emplo>eU to control this 
pest. 


What Experiments Show. 


According to experimental 
sowings 


carried on for a scries of years, the ap- 
proximate dates to sow winter wheat 
to avoid the Hessian fly during years 
of normal rainfall, have been determined. 
There are some points with regard to 
these dates which all farmers within 
fly-infested districts must take into ac- 
count. They should be familiar with the 
conditions of their own localities, as to 
weather, soil, and latitude. They should 
also be familiar with their own fields. 
Dry weather retards the development 
of the fly and also that of the most im- 
portant of its natural enemies, precisely 
at, it retards the corning up of wheat 
if it be sown in very dry soil and with- 
out sufficient rainfall. There is also an

One Serious Objection. 


There is, of course, a serious objection 


to the 1»tr sowing method to control the 
Hessian fly, and thill is the danger that 
the 
plants 
will not 
make 
suflicivnt. 


growth to withstand the winter. This 
objection, however. ma.y be largely over- 
come I'v proper cultural methods. Miu-b 
of the delay in the growth of hitc-wiwu 
plants in the fall can be eliminated by 
paving close attention to the prepara- 
tion of the soil and to tho quality of 
tin; seed. The best advice that can be 
given is to begin the preparation of 
the field in the fall precisely ns though 
it wns expected to sow at a very »arly 
date, but instead of sowing use the 
disk harrow and the roller, even after 
it appears to be a waste of labor to till 
the field further. 


When a finely pulverized, compact seed 


bed has been secured, the seed should 
should be selected, and this should be 
done with the point in view that un- 
naturally shriveled or otherwise imper- 
fect kernels can not produce healthy 
wheat plants. When the kernel sprouts 
it at once sends librous roots down into 
the soil from which 1o draw nourish- 
ment for the young p>ant, and if,little 
or no nourishment is secured the wheat 
pla.nts nro put into somewhat tho con- 
dition of stunted calve?, pigs, or other 
farm nninmls which sre underfed. 


Wheat plants can not secure prompt 


and 
nrriph: nourishment if the. roots 


must make their way about among c.Iodf 
dim to poor preparation of the soil, or 
in soil that lacks in fertility. The far- 
mer, 1hcn, should begin the preparation 
of his soil with the object- of -Waving 
the sowing of the wheat and afterwards 
of pushing the growth of the plant to 
tho utmost, until the beginning of the 
cold weather.

Ihrough shattered vil- 
lages, across pontoon bridges, past miles , 
of abandoned trendies among clumps 
of torn and bleeding pines. 
We had 


now arrived :it tlie outer edge of the 
chain which the Germans and Austrian* 
were tightening ,-iround 
the 
massive 


fortress of Novo-Gcnrgicv-jk. 


At our right 
lay Fort Dembo. the 


northern watcli <\»y of tho Narcv river. 
Tt. wns totally in ruins. Tlie mortar 
butteries of the Germans and Austrians 
had directed i!0 shells at. this stronghold. 
Forty of these had 
the immense concrete 


struck home 
walls of th.. 


and 


skoda'' shells had fallen there, had 
sunk deep into the ground, and their 
explosions had converted the inner fort 
into an immense cone, with everything 
buried beneath its walls. 
How many 


liussians lay dead under that pile of 
debris was guesswork. 


On tho north side of the. fort a shell 


had plunged right into the immense con- 
crete wall and had sent skyward pieces 
of concrete a yard thick. 
AVhat eon- 


sl.ermition such explosions must throw 
into the hearts of defending troops the 
imagination cannot, conceive. 


A million shots from rilles and small 


cannon upon such a fort as Uembe would 
"Ire like the patter of rain upon a new 


fort I roof. 
A dozen, or two well placed shots 


from a 42-centinieter mortar are like 
the blows of a sledge into a china shop. 


Xot even the immense steel safe, down 


in the bowels of the earth under the 
fort, had escaped. 
Its massive door 


hung limp upon twisted hinges, 
its 


sides were bent like so much old iron in 
a monger's yard. 
Tho 
subterranean 


passageway leading to this safe was lit- 
tered with guns, ammunition, clothing 
and putrid food. 
• As far as the eye could see from the 
heights of Fort Dembe lines of trenches, 
many of them hastily dug. wound their 
sinuous way across the level landscape. 
Wasted efforts. 
Most of them were 


never used I 


Two miles from the battle line we left 


the automobile..which was placed under 
the cover of a clump of trees, and we 
proceeded on foot. 


In the company of an officer I was 


permitted to crawl to the top of a hill, 
from where the battle could be observed 
from the shelter of another little dug- 
out. 
Delicate white puffs, distinctly 


visible against the clear sky, marked the 
bursting of Russian grenades, directed 
at the German lines. Machine guns were 
drumming their "rat-tat-tat" with an al- 
most monotonous constancy. 


At intervals cume the sonorous boom 


of a mortar, followed by a rolling echo 
from tho hills beyond the river. We 
could see the shell explode at almost 
the same instant the sound reached our 
ears. A volcanic spray of dirt, concrete, 
and other debris, followed by a cloud of 
dust, marked the spot where the shell 
had found its nest. 


The main citadels of Novo Gcorgievsk 


lay in the elbow made by tho juncture 


of the Wkra and Jsarev rivers. Directly 
in front of the Wkra mouth a little 
island split the Narcv, and upon this 
island stood one of the eight outer forts 
which guarded the main citadels. 
It 


was at this fort that German-Austrian 
shells were now directed. 


First intermittently, then with a final 


desperate splurge, the guns of the island 
stronghold spat out their reddish flames. 
The Complete destruction of the fort 
seemed but the work of moments-: Soon 
its guns were silent, its ruins smoulder- 
ed feebly, its work was done. The re- 
mainder of the garrison had jumped 
into ftecl pontoons and fled into the 
citadel- 


It was the fifth and last of the eight 


outer forts, to fall that day. And these 
strongholds had been equipped for an 
eight months' siege!

It has been said that a case of ty- 


phoid fever is conclusive evidence of 
criminal neglect 
for which 
someone ' 


should pay a heavy penalty. 


Suppose that the courts should de- 


cide that a. human life is worth $10,000,- 
000 cash money; that ft city must re- 
imburse the. family at this rate for 
deaths caused from typhoid fever when 
it was shown that the disease was con- 
tracted by conditions which the health 
officials could control. 


Suppose the courts accepted as con- 


clusive evidence of public liability such 
things as these: 


Polluted water supply. 
Kxistcneo of manure piles, nnd otnei 


brceiling places of the "typhoid fly." 


Careless sewage disposal. 
Existence of privies and wells in com- 


munities where sewer system and water 
works arc practical. 


Suppose a town having any of these 


conditions and having, say, ten typhoid 
liraths a year, had to pay $TOO,000 a 
year for the slaughter of the humans.

For the Dairyman 


A poor milker never gets the best 


results from a cow. A nervous ani- 
mal resents the bungling touch of a 
rough or Inexperienced hand. 


Why not enoourage the little pe- 


culiarities of the well-bred dairy cow. 
She Is simply a big milk machine and 
II her whims will produce more milk 
let her have them. 


If we were going to select a bull *« 


would select the one with the worst 
temper, all other things being equal. 
Because temper and vigor show male 
characteristics which should not be 
Ignored. 


A gentle sleepy bull that can be 


managed without a nose-ring does not 
as a rule produce the best calves. 


It Is downright cruelty to keep a 


bull In a small enclosure In the sum- 
mer, a victim to heat and flies—but 
many men who claim to b» goad 
dairymen, do this very thing. 


How could we expect a cow to keep 


In good health and give pure milk 
when she is confined In foul and Ill- 
ventilated quarters, winter or summer. 


A pair of horse-clippers can be 


bought for J1.50 and the use of these 
once a month on the cow's flanks and 
udder will make It an easy matter to 
keep them clean. 


How many cows on the average 


For several years we have bought 


farm butter from the same farmer, at 
two cents above retail market prloo, 
every month In the year and glad to 
get It. 


Never attempt to keep summer 


butter for early fall prices, becauM 
it will not keep. 


All milk should be aerated a» soon 


as taken from the cow. This can be 
done by passing it through the separa- 
tor, but It In not as good as a device 
which divides the milk Into many flne 
streams and then allows It to flow 
over a wide surface In thin sheets 
with plenty of Ice to keep the eurfao* 
cool.

Usually 
a scant ounce of salt is added for each 
pound of butter. ' 


One working, at the time of salt- 


Ing. 1* usually sufficient, providing the 
butter is hard enough When removed 
from the churn. 
If the butter Is 


somewhat soft when taken out. It can 
be valted and set away for a few hours 
until It gets hard enough to finish. 
Butter 
Is usually worked enough 


when the water has been removed so 
that it will bend without breaking. 
Too much working will spoil its grain 
and moke It salvy, while leaving too 
much water In it will spoil its keeping 
qualities. 


Pack or print the butter as soon 


as it has been worked sufficiently and 
put it In a cool place until it is taken 
to the market. 
Remember that the 


appearance of the package, as well 
as the way the butter Is packed, has 
a great deal to do with the selling 
price. 


In order to make a. uniform colored 


butter for the entire year, some color 
may be used. Very little will be re- 
quired during the spring and summer 
months, when the cows are getting 
green feed. 
Colored butter Is not 


only more appetizing, but can be sold 
on the market for a very much better 
price than that which Is not colored. 
Th"e color should be added to the 
cream in the churn before starting to 
churn.

WHEN TO CUT ALFALFA. 


For all classes of 
animals 
except 


horses, alfalfa should be cut for hay 
when the new shoots or stems begin 
to appear at the crown. These a.-c 
easily seen Just as they 
come up 


among the old stems at about the be- 
ginning of 
blossoming time. Cut- 


ting earlier than this is not desirable 
or profitable, since the yield will be 
smaller and the hay will be more dif- 
ficult to cure. It should not be al- 
lowed to get much beyond this stage 
for two reasons: 
(1) Although a 


somewhat heavier first cutting "of hay 
can be secured by allowing it to stand 
longer than the time recommended, 
tho hay is neither as palatable, nor as 
nutritious. (3) Leaving the first crop 
after It Is at the proper stage to cut 
delays nnd reduces the second crop, 
since the new shoots coming from the 
crown are out off with the first crop. 
When alfalfa is to be fed to horses, 
It may be allowed to 
grow 
slightly 


longer than when it Is to be fea to 
cattle, but It should never be left un- 
til the second crop Is injured In cut- 
ting the first crop.—A. C. Arny.

raphy New Branch of
